In a few months we will celebrate the thirty-fifth anniversary of the founding of 
The Columbia School Supply Company. At the present juncture in the affairs of 
our institution we think that it is well to pass on to you a statement of our manu- 
facturing policy — a policy which has been so essential to our progress and which 
is of such value to you as a purchaser of school supplies. 

The history of The Columbia School Supply Company has been linked directly 
with the development of steel school furniture. The first steel school desk was 
developed by our engineers and our factory was the first to manufacture this 
type of equipment and for several years we were its sole manufacturers. In the 
course of time, however, others followed us in the path that we had pioneered 
until now the old-fashioned cast iron furniture has been definitely discarded and 
the type of steel furniture which we have developed is accepted everywhere. 

The wide-spread acceptance of this steel furniture has justified the faith that the 
executives of our company have always had in its future. In the years since that 
first desk was made, we have directed every effort to the development of a model 
organization where plant and production efficiency would enable us to manufac- 
ture not only steel furniture and supplies, but a complete line of school accessories 
in the most economic way possible. 

This has been our manufacturing policy and we believe that we have gone far in the 
attainment of our ideal. We have confidence in our organization and we earnestly 
believe that our experience, our highly specialized machinery and our plant and 
production efficiency enables us to give you in Columbia products more dollar for 
dollar value than it is possible for you to obtain elsewhere.

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MOVABLE STEEL SCHOOL DESKS 

Over twenty years ago this firm placed upon the market the first school desk with a steel 
frame. Other factories first scoffed at the idea and then followed. 

Fourteen years ago we offered the first movable chair desk with an adjustable steel frame. 
Twelve other manufacturers are now following. 

We have spent these fourteen years in constant, earnest effort to produce a perfect desk 
at a moderate price. It takes years to eradicate weakness and develop strength, endurance and 
beauty. 

In the construction of this desk and all of our other products we use hot rolled filleted 
angle steel with rounded corner. If sheet steel strips were bent into angle shape the outside 
of the corner is stretched and weakened, while if the molten steel is forced into the rolls the 
steel at the corner is as dense as any other part and to reinforce this angle additional molten 
steel is forced in to create a "fillet" for extra thickness at this point of stress. Thus combining 
extra strength with beautiful outside curves. 

The frames are electrically arc welded into the rigid structure which is self contained. 
The wood parts do not bear any of the stress or strain. 

Solid wood parts may be had in either oak or maple, but the plywoods are only of maple. 
The finish is school room brown as adopted by the National Association, unless otherwise 
ordered and the steel frames are olive green. 

The Columbia Indestructo Adjustable Movable Desk is illustrated on the opposite page. 
The top is adjustable in height and in tilt. Wood parts are of oak unless maple is requested 
and the wood is finished in school room brown. Steel parts are in olive green unless otherwise 
ordered. Steel back slats instead of wood may be furnished if desired. There are rounded 
corners on all angles.

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DOMESTIC SCIENCE FURNITURE 



The Nation's health is more influenced by food than by any other agency. The kitchen, 
wherein that food is prepared should be especially provided with furniture of sanitary design 
and auseptic construction.
